EXCESS PROFITS DUTY AND 


INCOME TAX. 


About eleven hundred delegates atiended the 
49th annual Coa Congress at Swansea 
yesterday. Mr. Kk. R. Wood, the President, de- 
livered the inaugural address, in the course of 
which he said that whilst it had not been pos- 
sible to compile statistics, mainly owing to the 
shortage of the clerical staff, he was given to 
understand that considerable prcgress had been 
made, notwithstanding high prices and the 
shoriage of commodities. In the matter of 
high dividends, he would seriously suggest that 
at the present crisis an effort should be made 
to so regulate their trade that only a very 
small margin over the actual cost, plus ex- 
penses, should be aimed at. In charging ‘ ‘ex- 
cess profits” upon the savings of co-operators 
the British House of Commons perpetrated an 
act of grave injustice upon a y of the most 
loyal and patriotic of its citizens. The 
anomalies created by this unjust tax were 
such that redress must be obtained. The 
righteousness of their cause was beyond ques- 
tion, for where there was no “profit” there 
could be no “excess profit.” They wanted 
neither State aid nor State favours, but they 
did desire and demand State justice, and would 
not rest until they secured it. The Govern- 
ment must be brought to realise the fact that 
at a time when the people were willingly giving 
of their sons to war, 34 millions of the cream 
of the working classes were unjustly taxed at 
the instigation of profiteers, who themselves 
would suck the very vitals of the nation for 
their own aggrandisement. With respect to 
the question of income tax, the propaganda 
already commenced should continue until the 
true position of the co-operative movement was 
thoroughly understood. It should be made per- 
fectly clear that they could not tolerate an 
embargo upon their trade in the interest of 
competitive traders and profiteers. 

The ‘excess profits duty was discussed, and 
a resolution proposed that, whilst recognising 
the necessity for a special tax on wa Profits, 
its incidence, as levied on Co-operative hocletien 
was a grave injustice, and ought to be 
amended. 

The propose remarked that to get the tax 
entirely removed now would be crying for 
the moon.

The amendment was carried by a large 
majority. 

The Congress adopted unanimously a resolu- 
tion against income tax being levied on co- 
operative trade, and expressed a determination 
to oppose it.
